He likewise criticized the battle­ 
ship provision, saying that France 
and Italy, who had been parties to 
the Washing ton treaty but not to 
the limitations of the London pact, 
would not be restricted, and adding 
that “ w’hilf) ‘‘it does not particularly 
affect us, I wonder what effect it 
may have

Italy.”

The Agricultural Marketing Act 
which became a law of the land on 
June 15, 19 29 , represents the re­ 
sult of seven years of toil, sacrifice 
and hitter battle on the part of the 
farm people of this country. 
It is 
the first step in the adoption of a 
national policy that will enable farm 
people 
to live 
and 
earn on the 
same basis as the other economic 
groups of this country. 
This Agricultural Marketing Act 
declares as the national policy the 
promotion of; “effective merchand­ 
ising of agricultural commodities— 
so that the industry of agriculture 
will he placed on a basis of econo­ 
mic equality with other industries 
and to that end, to protect, control 
and stabilize the currents of inter­ 
state and foreign commerce in the 
marketing of agricultural commod 
ities and their food products. 
The Act further declares that the 
development of produce—owned and 
controlled co-operative 
enterprises 
as a means of carrying out this 
objective is a further policy of the 
federal government. 
Under this act, the Federal Farm 
Board has been created and has 
been functioning for less than a 
I year but already, great speculative 
groups 
that 
have, year by year, 
profited at the expense of agricul­ 
ture through the fluctuation in the 
price of the produce of the farm, 
see the handw'riting on the wall. 
They 
have 
openly 
and 
definitely 
declared w'ar on this policy. 
It is up to the organized farmers 
of the nation w’hether this policy 
shall stand or whether it shall be 
destroyed.

The Nation al Exchan ge club 
says that airways n ow in operation ex­ 
ceed 35 ,000 miles with n umerous n ew 
lin es projected, an d con n ection s stretch­ 
in g from Alaska to South America. ‘‘Some 
9 0,000 miles daily are n ow flown over 
scheduled airways— more than 20,000,000 
miles a year. 
Sight-seein g, motion pic­ 
ture, mappin g, taxi, train in g, private an d 
other plan es in addition aggregate 129,- 
000,000 miles.” 
Civilian an d commercial aviation in the 
Un ited States will soon pass the 16 0,000,- 
000 mile mark. 
“Addin g the 47 ,7 6 7 ,000 
miles flown by govern men t aircraft, mili­ 
tary an d n aval, the total an n ual mileage 
flown by all American aircraft is n early 
200,000,000.” 
More than 3,5 00,000 pas­ 
sen gers rode in American airplan es durin g 
the last year. 
“This is but the begin n in g.

The 
spectacular flight of Charles Augustus 
Lin dbergh from New York to Paris on ly 
three years ago
